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Oraibi is one of the principal villages of 
Hopiland, with a population of about 1200. 
Hopi dwellings are sometimes six and seven 
stories high, being terraced so that the roofs 
of the homes below form the front yard or 
porch of the one immediately above, thus re¬ 
sembling a giant stairway. 

The famous Hopi snake dances are often 
held at Oraibi, usually in late August, and 
attended by great throngs of visitors from 
near and far. 
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
